The American Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion, at Chicago, takes up the question of

fires 
on the farm. 
Every 
year 
enough farm fires occur to build a city 
like Kansas City.

paper contains an item like the following: 
“ J ohn Doe’s barn burned with all its 
contents, loss so many thousand dollars; 
uninsured.“ 
The Farm Burau will urge 
its people to do something about fire care­ 
lessness. 
Many barns are burned through the use 
of lanterns, made more necessary through 
lack of care in planning barn work.

little extra thought in routing the barn 
chores, in placing the feeding facilities so 
that they are practically automatic even 
without a light, would save millions every 
year and would 
cost 
hardly a penny. 
Barns are left uninsured because under 
ordinary conditions they are dangerous 
and high-priced risks. It would be far bet­ 
ter to insure, however, rather than to try 
to carry on one’s own hazard; but the 
danger might be greatly reduced by defi­ 
nite planning. 
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CHARTING THE TRACKLESS SKY. 
Radio experts of the United States air 
mail announce 
perfection 
of a system 
whereby 
pilots 
may 
follow 
a charted 
course through the air. 
The device, we 
are told, consists of a new type radio 
transmitter which can send impulses in 
one fixed direction. 
Thus, by relay sta­ 
tions miles apart the air mail will shortly 
stretch a magic ribbon through the clouds 
from coast to coast, the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch comments. 
As long as pilots fol­ 
low this current of radio waves, instru­ 
ments in their ships click merrily, but if 
they venture astray the signaling halts 
and they are warned. 
As a safety device the invention is of 
tremendous importance. 
Most of the ac­ 
cidents which have befallen aviators en­ 
gaged in cross-country flying happened 
because they got lost in storms, fog or 
darkness and could find no adequate land­ 
ing space. 
But there are other things 
promised by this new departure far more 
significant to aviation than the safety 
element. 
If a form of transmission which 
can lay down definite paths across the 
heavens has been discovered, may not 
these faint trails of the present become 
broad highways in the future— highways 
of electric energy which may be trapped 
by electrically driven aircraft? 
This has 
been one of the dreams of Nicola Tesla, 
Marconi and other scientists- 
Wireless 
transmission of energy has been a fond 
hope entertained by all who can conceive 
its exciting possibilities. 
But whether it comes or not, the public 
should be grateful for a marked advance 
in radio science and a boon to those in­ 
trepid souls who venture into the turbu­ 
lent sky.

PROHIBITION WAS 
ATTACKED IN SERMON 
By the Associated Press 
BOSTON. J an. 18.—The fact that 
the prohibition law is on the statute 
books does not make It sacred, Rev. 
Charles J . McIntyre, S. J ., said today 
in discussing an anti-prohibition ser­ 
mon which he delivered yesterday 
ai St. Mary’s Catholic church here, 
he denied, however, that he advocat­ 
ed non-observance of the law as pub­ 
lished reports of the sermon indicat­ 
ed. 
"The remedy Is repeal of the law," 
he said. 
"The people should g et to­ 
g ether and do away with It. 
I said 
that the law was immoral in itself 
and interferes with the liberty of the 
citizens and attacked 
the 
position 
taken by those who hold that a law 
should be observed merely because 
it is a law and on the statute books 
There are many silly laws which the 
authorities dare not enforce. 
T said that the president and the 
members of the United States sen­ 
ate should not permit a certain well 
known lobbyist to enter the senate 
committee rooms, as reported, and 
attempt to influence legislation.
